The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
disclose an ion beam apparatus having two ion beam units, one that forms a cross-section in a 
portion of a sample by irradiating the sample with an ion beam from above and approximately 
orthogonally to a sample held by its end by a holder member and a second that removes a 
fracture layer by irradiating the cross-section from the side of the sample held by the holder 
member, i.e. from a lower, slanting direction.
